1.97(b)(1). On the other hand, an international application that enters the national stage occurs when the 
applicant has filed the documents and fees required by 35 U.S.C § 371(c) within the periods set forth in 
§ 1.494 or § 1.495. 35 U.S.C. § 371(c) requires the filing of the following: (1) the basic national fee; (2) 
a copy of the international application, unless already sent by the International Bureau, and optionally 
an English translation if filed in another language; and, also optionally (3) amendments under PCT 
Article 19, with a translation into English if made in another language; (4) an oath or declaration; and 
(5) a translation into English of any annexes to the international preliminary examination report, if such 
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annexes were made in another language. The optional items must be submitted later, with surcharges, 
37 CKR. L97 (b)(2).
